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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 


In  1954  the  difficulties  in  getting-  labor  for  work  on  the 
Cemeteries  continued  to  be  the  same  problem  as  it  has  been  for 
the  last  several  years,  piaking  it  impossible  for  the  Trustees 
to  give  them  the  care  which  donors  of  the  several  funds  have 
the  right  to  expect.  It  was  not  possible  to  do  any  work  in  three 
Cemeteries. 

During  the  year  the  Town  purchased  about  3/20  of  an 
acre  of  land  adjoining  the  New  Cemetery.  This  area  was  cleared, 
boulders  removed,  rough  graded  and  a  stone  wall  built  around 
it.  It  is  the  only  Town  owned  Cemetery.  Further  work  will  be 
started  early  in  the  spring  and  will  include  finish  grading, 
seeding  and  staking  out  the  burial  plots  in  accordance  with  a 
plan  that  has  been  made.  The  plots  in  the  new  area  will  be  sold 
to  provide  funds  for  maintenance  of  the  area.  The  plan  may 
be  seen  by  those  interested  in  buying  plots,  or  other  interested 
parties,  upon  application  to  the  Trustees.
